81x buffalo hunting parties have individualized

the season. The Frost-Collin- s party killed
seventeen. The Colonel Butter, Enellsh officer
party, shot iorty. The Ennlieh House of Com-
mons, Lord Morley Cooper party, killed six.
The George P. Smith, one hundred and fifty
editor party, killed twenty-thre- e. The Ossian K
Dodge party, shot four. And now the number
four, New York Opera Box, Madison Avenue,
Durant-Trai- n party, Saturday, killed nine. This
will end the hunting of the season, as the buffalo
are already out of ranee. The party rodo fifty
miles, and struck a herd ot thousands. Never
before had Indies and school girls been sur-
rounded by Pawnee Indians and wild buffalo.
Sue Train astonished the Indians by her reck-
less riding, Mr. Train's epigram on bis littledaughter's bold dash among the buffalo is a de-
cided hit. Porhsps the first time the Pawnees
